Fire Up those 
grills: It’s prime 
hot dog season. 

July just hap- 
pens to be 
National Hot 
Dog Month, and lo percent of all annual 
retail hot dog sales occur during these 31 
days, according to the National Hot Dog 
& Sausage Council. Americans are esti- 
mated to have consumed 150 million hot 
dogs on July 4th alone, according to the 
council. 

Hot dog season, according to the coun- 
cil, runs from Memorial Day to Labor 
Day— and sees $614 million in hot dog 
sales, the council said. During that time, 
Americans consume 7 billion dogs — that’s 
818 hot dogs per second. 

With three major hot dog brands based 
in this city— Kraft’s Oscar Mayer, Sara 
Lee’s Ball Park and Vienna Beef— Chica- 
goans take their hot dogs seriously 

Margaret Schumaker, 28, says she eats 
hot dogs and sausages more than she eats 
chicken, turkey or fish, making them near- 
ly a weekly staple at her home. 

“They’re also a perfect summer food,” 
the Logan Square resident told RedEye. 

Schumaker is not alone in her love for 
dogs. Last year, U.S. consumers bought 
more than 1.5 billion pounds of hot dogs 
and sausages in supermarkets ($4.1 bil- 
lion worth), according to the hot dog 
council. And consumers are spending 
$i billion less on hot dogs than they did 
five years ago, according to the Informa- 
tion Resources Inc., a Chicago-based 
market research firm. 

Competition between Chicago’s big 
three hot dog-makers recently heated 
up after Oscar Mayer gave its signature 
hot dog a makeover in an attempt to 
grab fans away from Sara Lee’s Ball Park 
Franks. 

Both suburban Chicago food manu- 


facturers claim the designation as the 
nation’s top hot dog brand, based on sep- 
arate readings of market research and 
sales data. 

Experts say the frank fight may become 
more difficult as the economy sours and 
hot dog consumption— at least among 
adults— hits its lowest level since the 
mid-1980s. 

Kraft hopes its reformulation— its first 
in 20 years for the all-beef hot dog— and 
a massive promotional campaign attract 
new customers and their palates with a 
zestier, meatier recipe. 

Becky Murcuri, author of “Great Amer- 
ican Hot Dog Book,” said today’s compe- 
tition is similar to the one in 1920, when 
hot dog vendors were figuring out exactly 
what to do to seduce consumers. 

“Greek and Italian vendors would load 
up their carts with different condiments 
to differentiate themselves from each 
other,” Murcuri said. It’s believed that 
the Chicago-style dog— a steamed or 
boiled all-beef dog on a poppy seed bun 
with mustard, onions, relish, a dill pickle 
spear, tomatoes, peppers and absolute- 
ly no ketchup— was born after the ven- 
dors threw more and more toppings in an 
attempt to one-up one another, Murcuri 
said. 

Janet Riley, president of the National 
Hot Dog & Sausage Council in Washing- 
ton, said hot dog manufacturers will have 
to be very careful when reinventing their 
product, because most people— especial- 
ly in Chicago— stick to the dog they ate as 
a child. 

“It goes back to the memories,” said 
Riley, a Chicago native. “People so strong- 
ly associate the hot dogs with their home, 
and just like people are loyal to their 
hometown team, they’re also loyal to their 
hot dogs.” 

While Doug Sohn, owner and chef of 
the super-popular Hot Doug’s in Avon- 
dale, offers specials such as a game of 
the week hot dog, he said most of his 
customers stick to the basic Chicago- 


GOOD DOG! 

The Cubs may not measure up to 
some teams when it comes to actu- 
ally winning World Series champion- 
ships. But when it comes to deliver- 
ing a delicious wiener, the Cubs came 
in first place— tied with the New 
York Yankees— according to a recent 
online poll. 

As part of National Hot Dog Month, 
the National Hot Dog & Sausage Coun- 
cil asked folks to vote for their favorite 
Major League Baseball stadium hot 
dog, and Wrigley Field (yes, along with 
Yankee Stadium) grabbed first place 
as serving the best hot dog in all MLB 
ballparks. 

But what exactly is a Wrigley Field 
dog? The park offers Best Kosher and 
Ball Park Franks Hot Dogs (wow, not 
hometown Vienna Beef?) steamed, 
boiled and grilled with toppings that 
range from grilled onions to the clas- 
sic Chicago condiments, [tribune] 


style dog. 

“It’s sorta like the perfect dish,” Sohn 
said of the Chicago dog. 

But the perfect Chicago dish is hard to 
come by once you leave the Windy City, 
said Kevin Sherfinski and Mitch Kite, co- 
owners ofhotdogchicagostyle.com, a Web 
site dedicated to reviewing and discussing 
hot dogs. 

Sherfinski and Kite live in Madison, 
Wise., now, but they are always on the 
hunt for Chicago-style dogs. They make 
twice-annual trips back here to fill up on 
dogs; each day the pair estimate they try 
10 to 15 hot dog places. 

“I kinda fell in love with those dogs,” 
said Sherfinski, who grew up in Wisconsin 
but went to college in Chicago. “It’s not so 
much the dog— it’s the whole package,” he 
said.

There’s Tamalli, the newest addi- 
tion, from the owner of Humboldt 
Park’s Maiz. Bonsoiree Cafe and 
Calvin’s BBQ, both a couple of years 
old and both B YOB, offer ambitious 
prix-fixe menus and down- 

home barbecue, respec- 
tively 

Holding down the 
strip at the western 
end is The Hot Spot, 
a casual breakfast 
and lunch place that 
led the gentrification charge 
when owner Stacie Dumas opened 
it in 2004. Fast and friendly ser- 
vice helped build a loyal fol- 
lowing over the years, and the J 
addition of a new chef-part- 


ner (Brenda Manfredini) and kids’ 
menu was reason enough for us to 
revisit it. 

If the fresh Cafe Umbria coffee at 
this cute storefront BYOB doesn’t 
wake you up, the bright interior 
surely will. The lime green walls are 
decorated with kids’ crayon draw- 
ings, and a few TVs play “Breakin’ 2: 
Electric Boogaloo” on a seemingly 
constant loop (silently, thankfully). 
The restaurant’s ’80s soundtrack is 
courtesy of WILV (100.3-FM). 

Don’t let those kids’ drawings 
scare you away You’re more likely 
to see sleepy-eyed Logan Square 
and Bucktown denizens filling the 




booths than stroller-pushing par- 
ents, though that new $4 kids menu 
could change things. 

The cuisine: Hot Spot’s menu 
doesn’t offer too many surprises, 
but the lineup of familiar options 
seems well executed. Dumas touts 
her Primo Breakfast Burrito ($8) as 
the city’s best. Anchored by house- 
made pico de gallo and thick-cut 
applewood-smoked bacon, and 
stuffed with scrambled eggs, jack 
^ cheese, avocado and sour cream, 
^ ^ it’s certainly right up there .

What’s in a name of a drink? Sometimes 
confusion— as with the Queen Elizabeth 
Cocktail, of which there are at least two 
wildly different versions: a drink of gin, 
Cointreau, lemon juice and Pernod; or one 
of brandy, sweet vermouth and curacao. 

And then there are the drinks that go 
by more than one name. If you went look- 
ing for the drink with the most names, the 
prize might just go to that happy summer- 
time mix of cranberry juice, vodka and 
lime, which has been known as a Harpoon, 
a Bog-Fog, a Rangoon Ruby and, not least, 
a Cape Codder. 

It can be hard to remember that, like 
vodka— the spirit that cranberry juice is 
often paired with— Ocean Spray’s juice 
cocktail is a relative newcomer. The stuff 
wasn’t invented until 1930, and it didn’t 
start making its way into mixed drinks for 
more than a decade. 

One reason cranberry juice got off to 
such a slow start drinks-wise was that the 
Ocean Spray cooperative thought of itself 
as a family concern and was hesitant to 



offend nontipplers by promoting booze. 

Come the ’60s — realizing that they 
would have to find some new applications 
for cranberries to break free of the busi- 
ness’s dependence on Thanksgiving din- 
ners— Ocean Spray lost its timidity 

Ocean Spray has had its share of misses. 
In the 1970S the company tried to build a 
national thirst for cranberry juice and Cana- 
dian whiskey on the rocks, a cocktail it 
tagged a Firecracker. It fizzled. So too 
the Pink Fagoon, Boston Mist and 
Corsair. The Pink Fagoon, promoted 
as a “Fadies’ Day Special,” was 8 ounces 
of cranberry juice, 4 ounces of pineapple 
juice, and an ounce of vodka. The Boston 
Mist was a mix of cherry brandy and Ocean 
Spray over shaved ice. And the Corsair was 
rum, cranberry juice and orange juice. 

The last demonstrates how some of the 
most popular cranberry juice drinks have 
made their way to the bar without any help 
from the home office. 

Though the Corsair sank without a trace, 
the same drink, using vodka instead of rum, 
has emerged of its own volition as an essen- 


tial preppy quaff — the Madras. Sharon New- 
comb says whenever Ocean Spray comes out 
with a new juice mix, the first thing they hear 
from customers is '‘Wow, that would go great 
with vodka.”

The Cubs’ future ownership may be up 
for grabs, but that hasn’t stopped one big 
sponsor from increasing its presence at 
the Friendly Confines. 

Anheuser-Busch on Thursday signed a 
new five-year sponsorship pact with the 
Cubs— a deal that will add naming rights 
to Wrigley Field’s Batter’s Eye Suite in 
center field. A-B also will keep its Bud 
Light Bleachers naming rights intact and 
be the exclusive beer advertiser around 
the park. 

Terms of the agreement, which also 
includes a TV deal with Cubs’ broadcast 
outlet WGN-Ch. 9, weren’t disclosed. But 
the transaction comes at a crucial time: 
Tribune Co., owner of the Cubs, WGN 
and this newspaper, is in the early stages of 
auctioning off the Cubs as part of its deal 
to help pay down debt from its $8.2 billion 
going-private transaction late last year. 

For A-B, the sponsorship is part of its 
plan to continue to dramatically step up 
marketing investment in the Chicago 
market, according to Dave Peacock, its 
vice president of marketing. 


Stymied by the longtime strength of 
Miller Brewing’s flagship Miller Lite 
brand here, St. Louis-based A-B has dra- 
matically increased spending on sponsor- 


ships of local sports franchises, including 
the Blackhawks and Bulls. Miller current- 
ly owns exclusive marketing rights with 
the Bears and the White Sox. 


Loop shootings 
injure 3, kill I 

Chicago police were out in greater force 
at the Taste of Chicago on Friday after four 
people were shot, one fatally, in the Loop 
on Thursday following the city’s 4th of July 
fireworks display and the food festival. 

But Police Supt. Jody Weis said the 
shootings were about a mile from the fes- 
tival grounds, and that people should not 
be discouraged from attending the popu- 
lar summer event, which ends Sunday 

“I know this morning a lot of Chicago- 
ans maybe asking themselves, should they 
attend this year’s Taste, and I would say 
without a doubt, absolutely 100 percent 
yes,” Weis said. “I can assure you we will 
do everything we can to keep this place 
safe for our visitors and our friends.” 

Two of the shootings occurred about 
10:40 p.m., roughly a block apart, said 
Chicago Fire Department spokesman Lar- 
ry Langford. 

Courtney Thomas, 19, of the 500 block 
of South Wood Street, was fatally shot in 
the head near Dearborn and Van Buren 
Streets, police said. Three other shootings 
occurred nearby, police said. A 17-year-old 
male suffered a gunshot wound to the arm; 
a 15-year-old male suffered a graze bullet 
wound to the head; and another male was 
shot in the buttocks. All were treated at 
area hospitals and released, police said. 

One person was in custody Thursday 
night and had recovered a weapon, police 

said. [TRIBUNE] 


Boy dies after fall into harbor 

A 5-year-old boy died Thursday night after falling into the water 
on the lakefront while playing in Jackson Park Harbor on the 
South Side, authorities said. 

Ronald Evans, of the 9400 block of South Rhodes, was with 
several other children by the edge of the harbor, at 63rd Street 
and the lakefront, when he fell at about 8:45 p.m. from a rock 


ledge surrounding the harbor, said Chicago Fire Department 
spokesman Larry Langford. 

The Fire Department called for a helicopter, a dive team and a 
police marine unit boat; the boy was found after about 20 minutes, 
Langford said. He was taken to the University of Chicago Comer 
Children’s Hospital, where he was pronounced dead at 9:30 p.m., 
according to police, [tribune]

GM considers mini-car 

□ DETROIT General Motors is considering a new Chevrolet mini- 
car for the U.S. as it reworks its product lineup to cope with 
a dramatic consumer shift from trucks to cars linked to high gas 
prices, a spokesman said Thursday 

GM spokesman Dee Allen said bringing the Chevrolet Beat, 
which is about the size of a Honda Fit or Toyota Yaris mini-car, 
to the U.S. is among the options the company is studying. “It is 
certainly one of the things that is being looked at from a portfolio 
perspective,” Allen said. 

The comments came as GM shares have been trading near 
their lowest levels in more than a half-century, raising inves- 
tor worries about the automaker’s future and its ability to adjust 
quickly to demand for more fuel-efficient cars. 

The Beat, to be built in South Korea, will be rolled out in other 
global markets faster than it would be in the U.S., Allen said. He 
did not know when the car might be sold elsewhere or in the U.S. 

The car still must be engineered to meet U.S. safety and emissions 
standards, he added.
